During the period July-August 1972 the USSR con- 
tracted for almost 19 nillion metric tons of US grain, 
most of which will be shipped during 1973. The f.o.b. 
value of the grain is roughly US $1.1 billion. To- 
gether with 1 million tons of soybeans, the total bill 
will exceed $1.2 billion plus transportation costs. 
Roughly $500 million of the total will be financed 
by three-year CCC credits. Some of the remaining $700 
Million will be financed by Eurodollar loans, and it 
May be necessary for the USSR to sell gold to help 
pay for the grain. The contracts concluded are listed 
in Attachment A. 


Since the 1972 summit there has been a prolifera- 
tion of agreements and contracts concluded between US 
firms and Soviet organizations. The volume of machinery 
and equipment contracts in the period since the summit 
was double that of any corresponding period since the 
end of World War II. Known contracts totaled roughly 
$475 million during the period 1 June 1972 through 30 
April 1973. Of this total, roughly $200 million in 
contracts were for motor vehicle manufacturing, includ- 
ing about $100 million for the Kama River Truck Plant.

garnered more than $10 
million in orders. O£ the contracts included above, 
roughly $200 million are known to involve Eximbank and 
private financing. The machinery and equipment con- 
tracts are listed in Attachment B.
